With the approach of the win- 
ter semester, -parents and educators 
throughout the nation .are faced, 
with the serious problem oi how 
to avold,a long, enforced ‘Idle:ess 
for Ching’s hoys and glrisiwho ap- 
pear to have: little praspect of re- 
turning to their regular work while 
the war continues. 


TARGET FOR BOMBERS 


Sinoe the beginning of the hos- 
‘tillties at Lukouchiao om July 7, ‘a 
continuous stream of reports from 
foreign news-agencies stated that 
Japan’s military overlords have ap- 
parently picked leading” univer- 
sities, schools and cultural institu- 
tions ag the targets of their aerial 
arid’ artillery attacks. : 

‘In Tientsin, the Nankal Univer-" 
sity, an Ameritan-endowed. 'in- 
stitution which was considered as 
one ofthe country’s best univer- 
sities, was completely destroyed in 
several days of concentrated bomb- 
ing and artillery attacks, What 
was.,left of the’ million-dollar 
campus was subsequently set 
‘ablaze by Japanése ruffans and 
soldiers who built a flaming bon- 
fire with the Institutlon’s collec- 
tion of rare books and manuscripts, 

To pressmen, Japan’s military 
command in North China explain- 
ed that the burning and. destruc- 
tion of Nankat University was ‘a 
“rightful punishment because, the 
Uhiversfty was the fountain-head 
of anti-Japanism in North China.” 

After the outbreak of the 
Shanghal war, the Japanes, alr, 
force. which bombed Nanking, 
China's. capital, Canton, the: lead- 
ing South China port, and other 
open Chinese cities, again paid 
special attention to universities, 
hospitals, libraries and museums. 


SMOULDERING RUINS " 


The National Chungshan Uni- 
versity at Canton, an: institution 
dedicated to the memory of the 
founder of the Chinese Republic, 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, was the target of 
\ralders on several occasions. High

In Shanghai, several million 
dollars wortn of property belong- 
ing to Chinesé and foreign operated 
educational institutions were laid:
